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Papers filed on September 9, 2002, included a Declaration signed by a previously non-signing 
inventor in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .63. 

On July 22, 2002, a petition under 37 CFR 1.47(a) was filed. A decision dismissing the petition 
was mailed on September 16, 2002. However, the instant paper had previously been filed but not 
matched with the file. Therefore, the decision mailed on September 16, 2002 is vacated. 

In view of the joinder of the inventor, further consideration under Rule 1.47(a) is moot; this 
application does not have any Rule 1 .47 status and no such status should appear on the file 
wrapper. This application need not be returned to this Office for any further consideration under 
Rule 1.47(a). 

For the above reasons, the petition under 37 CFR 1.47 is dismissed as moot.
